today. 
Car shortage 
and miners' 


strikes caused the slump. The output 
of the mines dropped 'from 5,626,093 
in .1915 to •l.sfeu.OTO.in 3016. Tho daily 
allosvance -of the big coal companies 
was cut down by thousands of cars 
furnished small shrppers loading from 
wagons instead of tipples. 


The'production of the Hoovcrsviilo 


region Showed the most pronounced 
falling off, as-there has been a strike 
there, affecting-seven operations since 
last April'. 
Strikes also reduced the 


tonnage in the Meyersdale fleld. The 
main demands of the striking miners 
are.for recognition of the union and 
check- weighnian. Both have been de- 
nied at "Hoovcrsville, while in 'Meyers- 
dale territory'they succeeded in. get- 
ting partial recognition of.tho union 
in tho latter part of tho year. On ac- 
| count ot labor trouble and inadequate
